pyHPOSE: To enhance the flexibility of using a library by putting a filter on 
a real library so as to make it appear as if it were a virtual library. 

CONSTITUTION: Virtual library defining means 1 registers virtual library defining 
information supplied from a user in a virtual library defining file using a file 
access means 2. Next, at some time after preparing a virtual library defining 
file, a virtual library access means 3 is called out by the user, refers to virtual 

: library defining information registered in the virtual library defining file, uses 
a real library access means 4 to access to a real library and executes virtual 
library access from the user. With this; the flexibility of using a library can 
be enhanced.

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PURPOSE: To enhance the efficiency for developing a program by preparing 
a program that parameter input processing itself is patterned and providing 
a parameter input processing customizer for generating input processing program 
for parameter appropriate to program generation. 

CONSTITUTION: To main body 30 of program generator, a work station 6 is 
connected, and in the main body 30, a parameter input processing customizer 
30a is installed. Further, the main body 30 is provided with a prototype library 
7 and a screen library 8, and in the prototype library 7, a parameter input 
processing prototype 7b is registered, and in the screen library 8, a parameter 
input processing customize screen 8b is stored. Accordingly, when a prototype 
7a of a newly patterned program is registered, parameter input screens 8c 
that are suitable for generating the. program and that can be easily used are 
registered at a time, thereby making it easy to generate a object program 
4b. With this, the efficiency of the development of a program can be enhanced.

(54) MICROPROGRAM CONTROL UNIT 
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PURPOSE: To cost down a microprogram control unit by providing the 
microprogram control unit with a means for masking the output from an auxilia- 
ry control memory, when controlling only the main circuit out of the main 
circuit and the auxiliary circuit, in accordance with a value of part of a speci- 
fied address for main control memory. 

CONSTITUTION: The microprogram control unit is provided with an address 
generating circuit 1 for generating the address of a program to be executed 
next based on the content of a microprogram storing register 6, an address 
decoder 2 for decoding the upper bit of the address of address generating circuit 
1 and for instructing a mask circuit 5 to carry out masking in accordance 
with a result of the decoding, a main control memory 3 for storing a 
microprogram for controlling the main circuit, and an auxiliary control memory 
4 for storing a microprogram for controlling the auxiliary circuit. Further, 
when controlling only the main circuit out of the main circuit and the auxiliary 
circuit, in accordance with a value of part of control data to be outputted 
from the main control memory section 3, the output from the auxiliary control 
memory section 4 is masked. With this, the cost of the microprogram can be 
reduced.
